Soviets enter 
Israeli waters

BEN-GURION AIRPORT.—Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin returned home yesterday from a five-day official 
visit to the U.S. confident that Israel could rely on 
future American friendship and assistance although 
Jerusalem and Washingten “do not see eye to eye” 


on some issuez. 


He said he believed it was possible 


to strengthen Israel-American friendship and under- 
standing without sacrificing any of Tereel’s vital 


interests. 


Addressing newsmen shortly after 
his arrival, Mr, Rabin said he had 
Tecelved positive responses to Is- 
rael's requests for future arms sup- 
Plies, regarding both its urgent, 
short-term and long-range needs, a 
though there were still problems of 
Row to finance the massive arms 
supplies. Understanding was also 
reached on how to progress towards 
future peace talks and on economic 
asaistance, 

Regarding the political complexi- 
ties, he said: “Following this visit 
I have the feeling that at least as 
far as the immediate future is con- 
cerned, we have achieved a joint 
basis to deal with these problems. 

"I did not have to draw any maps 
or talk geography. I think the most 
important aspect of this visit was 
to attempt to achieve a joint ap- 
proach on how to deal with our 
problems in the near as well as 
foreseeable future.” 

The U.S. agrees with Israel's posi- 
tion that there was n> room for 
a third, Palestinian state to be sand- 
wiched between Israel and Jordan, 
he sald. 

“We see the Palestinian problem 
88 a subject for negotiations be- 
tween us and the Jordanians. We 
see no place for the creation of 1 
third state between us and Jordan. 
We also do not see the PLO as a 
negotiating partner with Israel. I 
think I found understanding on this 
attitude.” 

Mr. Rabin did not belleve hovw- 
ever that the issue of PLO 
sentation could be erased from the 
UN assembly agenda, noting that 
the U.S. had no more than a single 
vote In that body. 

Mr. Babin said one should not 
expect shuttle diplomacy of the 
type that brought the disengagement 
agreements with Egypt and Syria, 
when Dr. Kis r again visits the 
fiddle East in the middle of next 
month. 

“Most of the participants at the 
Geneva conference believe that sound 
preparation should precede the next 
stage of negotiations.” 

He confirmed that he had ex- 
preseed concern et Syria's attitude. 
As to the danger of a renewal of 
fighting, Israel wou'd obviously have 
iB remain alert to such a _Possibl- 

ty. 

Problems of Soviet and Syrian 
Jewry were also aired during the 
‘Washington talks, and Dr, Kissinger 
had promised to deal with these sub- 
jects, Israel also requested U.S. in- 
terventicn with Egypt, to continue 
the search for missing Israeli 
soldiers, 

The Premier and his entourage 
arrived here shortly before five 

o'clock, He was welcomed by almost 
the entire Cabinet, led by Deputy 
Premier and Foreign Minister Yigal 
Allon. Mr. Rabin looked fit and well 
rested, in spite of the gruelling 
schedule and long trip behind him.

Premier Rabin said Israel would 
have to maintain a constant effort 
to ensure it got the aid which it 
required, 

Also in “Davar,"” in a lengthy 
Rosh Hashana interview given be- 
fore his trip to the U.S, Premier 
Rabin sa:d: 

“lf we wish to reach peac> we 
hare to tale a reasonable risk." 
He warned againsi maintaining in- 
flexible positions lest this hamper 
U.S. readiness to help Israel. He 
thought peace in stages was avail- 
able with Egypt and Jordan, but 
not with Syria, but each stage must - 
coring Arab moves to non-bellige- 
rency. While Israeli agreement to 
a third state in Judea and Samaria 
would be a very grave mistaie, 
Premier Rabin believed thut any 
settlement with Jordan must ensure 
᾿ solution for the Palestinian prob- 
lem, 

The Premier believed that in the 
long run the effect of the oil em- 
bargo would diminish. However, 
there would be a parallel rise In the 
influence of Arab oil money. 

Asked about the prospects of a 
rapprochement with the Soviet Union, 
the Premier said firstiy the Soviet 
Union and not Israel broke off 
diplomatic ties. Secondly, he favour- 
ed diplomatic relations with all 
countries. Thirdly “the Soviet Union 
‘mows our adcress and knows how 
to renew Siplomaric tles." 


Israel condemns expulsion 
from Asian soccer

SAIGON. — All 71 people aboard an 
Air Vietnam jetliner were killed yes- 
terday when 4 hijacker apparently 
blew the plane up with two hand- 
grenades as it came in to land at a 
military airbase. 

‘The Boeing 727 exploded-approach- 
ing the runway of Phan Rang air- 
base 260 kms. northeast of here, 
scattering bodies over a wide ex- 
panse of rice paddies. 

Air Vietnam officials in Da Nang 
identified the hijacker as Le Duc 
Tan, 84, ἃ resident of the port city. 
They said police were investigating 
one report that the man was 4 
member of the South Vietnamese 
Ranger force, ap elite army unit. 

Officials said two handgrenades 
blew the plane apart 300 metres in 
the air, about two minutes before it 
would have touched down at Phan 
Rang. 

The officials said a man in an 
airborne major’s uniform forced his 
way into the cockpit of the regular 
flight from Da Nang to ‘to’ Baigon ἃ

shortly before noon yesterday, and 
demanded to be flown to North 
Vietnam.

Sources said the pilot radioed 
minutes before the explosion that 
a man bad forced his way into the 
cabin and demanded that “we de- 
viate from” the scheduled nonstop 
route between Da Nang and Saigon.

The sources 
said the pilot apparemtly told the 
hijacker the plane did not have 
enough fuel to fly to his requested 
destination and that the aircraft 
would have to land at Phan Rang 
for refuelling.

Their plight was raised at inter- 
nation2] forums but this led 
neither to an improvement in thelr 
situation nor to any sign of their 
being alowed to leave.

THE FRAGRANT MOUNTAIN 


By L. 1. Rabinowitz 


‘ THE FAMOUS MEDIEVAL poet 


and philosopher Yehudah Halevi 
says in his classical al 
romance, the Kuzari, that Mount 
Moriah, upon which the non- 
accepted sacrifice of Isaac took 
Place, was at that time ‘‘a 
desolate mountain” (Part 2.14). 
He was discussing the Akedah, 
which is read on Rosh Hashanah 
and which occupies such a. central 
Place in Jewish thought, giving it 
the ideal of martyrdom. . . 

I was puzzled by this apparent- 
ly gratuitous observation on the 
holy mountain, but after con- 
sideration it became clear that it 
was & logical deduction from the 


Biblical text; which is confirmed pl 


by- what we now know of the

horns," and Rashi’s explanation 
that the sevach refers to a tree is 
somewhat inaccurate. Sevach is 
the tangled growth on a virgin 
mountain, and in fact we now 
know that the Jerusalem of 
Abraham, the Jebusite city, was 
on Mount Zion and that Mount 
Moriah was completely un- 
inhabited and untilled.

word meaning ‘‘reverence."' 
However, in the Song of Songs, 
there is mention of both ‘Har ha- 
Mor" “the hill of myrrh’? (4.6) 
and ‘“‘Harei Besamim,"’ ‘‘the 
mountains of fragrant spices" 
(8.11), and so the third suggested 
derivation. is that the name 
Moriah is connected with mor —in 
fact;, it could mean ‘‘divine 
myrrh'' — and that both the 
names in the Song of Songs refer 
to Mount Moriah. 


ALL THESE ANCIENT inter- 
pretations, however, connect the 
name with the future role which 
Mount Moriah was to play when 
the Temple was built; the 
‘““Myrrh" thus refers to the in- 
cense offered in the Temple. 


says that it was so called because 
at that time “myrrh, aloes and 
cinnamon," grew upon it. He 
points to the Talmud statement 
(Shabbat 68a) that the fragrant 
cinneamon tree grow there in 
such profusion that its wood was 
used for the altar fire and that its 
“fragrance used to suffuse the 
whole land of Israel." The rabbis 
knew that in their time there was 
not a trace of the cinnamon plant 
to be found growing in Israel, and 
they state that it was hidden away 
Mem the destruction of the Tem- 
ple.
